"The Supreme Court's refusal to 
review was announced in an or- 
der which oh baveniod the vote was 
6 to 2. Justices Black and Doug- 
las favored a review. Justice 
Clark took no part. That meant 
those who opposed a review were 
Chief Justice Vinson and Justices 
Reed, Frankfurter, Jackson, Bur- 
ton and Minton. 

Lawson and Trumbo were 
among ten witnesses who refused 
to tell the committee in 1947 
whether they were members of 
the Communist party. 

The question was raised during 
the investigation of Communism 
in Hollywood. Contempt cases 
against the other eight were held 
up pending Supreme Court action 
on the Lawson and Trumbo ap- 
pals.

OKINAWA, April 10 (UP) — 
United States Air Force Pilot Lt. 
Charles Guyler said today that 


the prayers of the chief chaplains 
of the Air Force and Navy brought 
him and 13 others safely across 
\300 mifies of ocean after one en- 
oftheir twin-engined plane 
nt dead.

253 PERSONS KILLED 
EASTER WEEKEND; 
187 TRAFFIC DEATHS 


CHICAGO, April 10 (AP)—At 
least 253. persons died in acci- 
dents during the nation’s Easter 
weekend. 

Traffic took 187 lives. The 66 
others were victims of miscel- 
laneous accidents — fires, falls, 
drownings, etc. 

The toll recorded in an un- 
official survey covered a 54-hour 
period from 6 p.m. Friday to mid- 
night Sunday. 

Based on National Safety Coun- 
cil traffic deaths figures for Jan- 
uary and February of this year, 
the 54-hour. average toll was 175 
deaths. This average is not 
comparable with the weekend 
traffic death survey because the 
average is based on a total which 
included many deaths occurring 
several days to weeks after acci- 
dents. 

Missouri reported 12 traffic 
deaths; Illinois 10 and 10 more 
deaths from miscellaneous causes.

WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP) 
— A fouf-billion-dollar housing 
bill, stripped of the co-operative 


| program advocated by President 
Truman, was sent to the White/| 


House today. 

The Senate, by a voice vote, 
gave quick approval to a compro- 
mise measure passed by the 


House last week. 

It provides for nearly four bil- 
lion dollars in new insurance and 
loan authority, including . $150,- 
000,000 for direct housing loans 
to veterans. 

Senator Kilgore (Dem.), West 
Virginia, proposed today that 
Congress, set up a commission 
with power to regulate’ the soft 
coal industry and fix coal prices 
at the mines. 

The agency would be created 
under a bill which he offered in 
the Senate. He said it has the 
approval of many United Mine 

orkers’ local unions and coal 
operators 

Provisions of Kilgore Bill. 

The Kilgore proposals would 
authorize the President to name 
a five-member commission to ad- 
minister the new coal regulations. 
Two.members. would represent 
“=== the foal producers, two would 
r-present the miners, and the 
fifth member would represent 
the public as commission chair- 
man. 

The measure also would set up: 

1. Twenty-three district pro- 
ducers’ boards to advise the 
commission and to carry out ad- 
ministrative duties. 

2. A national distributors’ 
board to aid the regulation 
of coal distribution. 

3. An. office of consumer 
counsel a the Department of 
Interior to. give the public a 
voice in the fixing of prices. 
The commission could only reg- 

ulate prices charged at the. mines, 
Kilgore said, and would have no 
power ‘to fix prices charged by 
retail coal dealers in the domestic 
market. 


Action on Indian-Aid Bill. 

The Senate completed congres- 
sional. action today on a bill au- 
thorizing $88,570,000 to rehabili- 
tate the Navajo and Hopi Indians. 
The measure goes to President 
Truman for signature. The bill 
was only on authorization; the 
money still must be appropriated. 

A seven-man team of Republi- 
cans is. planning to introduce a 
bill in the House to force a ‘cut 
of about three billion dollars in 
the Administration's proposed 
spending for next year. 

They said in ‘a joint statement 
yesterday that they will propose 
setting a Jegal limit of 257 billion 
dollars on the national debt, in- 
stead of the present 270-billion- 
dollar limit. The debt now stands 
at about’ $255,600,000,000. 

The budget President Truman 
submitted for the 12-month period 
starting July 1 anticipates a five- 
billion-dollar gap between spend- 
ing and income — which would 
drive the total debt over the 260- 
billion-dollar mark. 

The seven House members said 
the Administration “has em- 
barked on a non-stop spending 
spree that can end only in disas- 
ter unless it is checked.” They 
said their plan would do the job, 
because under it “the Govern- 
ment will finally be placed on a 
pay-as-you-go basis.”

: “Among Those Unworthy.” 

“Among those designated by the 
law of the church as unworthy of 
ecclesiastical burial are all public 
and evident sinners. But the 
church decrees that each case be 
studied carefully for the silghtest 
circumstance which can be in- 
\terpreted in favor of the sinner. 

“To condemn this merciful out- 
look is to misunderstand the en- 
tire ‘Gospel of Christ. ‘With the 
hatred of the Lord Jesus himself, 
the ‘Church hates sin, but with 
His own compassion she stands, 
as long as there is the slightest 
foothold, between the sinner and 
the terrible .consequences of his 
sin. If this means. that she will 
be called the ‘friend of sinners 
she does not forget that the same 
charge was hurled at her Master.

today mourned the deaths of 
Charles Binaggio, Democratic 
boss of Kansas City, and his 
henchman, Charles Gargotta. 
Funeral services were held this 
morning for the murdered pair, 
assassinated Wednesday night in 
the First District Democratic 
Club. 

Costello, chief of a New Youk 
crime syndicate, one of the two 


big national syndicates served in 
Kansas City by Binaggio, was here 
last night to attend the wake for 
his followers. 


Uses Assumed Name. 
Costello came here by airplane 
and stayed briefly at a downtown 
hotel under an assumed name. He 
was accompanied by several Chi- 
cago representatives of the Ca- 
dicate, the second najjon- 


The Lapetina funeral parlor 
was filled with, hundreds of 
elaborate floral: pieces, most, of 
them arranged about the tradi- 
tional lilies of Easter and often 
displayed discreetly without cards. 
But .many bore cards indicating 
they were sent from all over the 
United States, reflecting the broad 
scope of the crime syndicates. 

Some were sent from New York, 
Chicago, San Francisco, Miami, 
Denver and other key cities in the 
national crime syndicates, now 
under investigation by a special 
United States grand jury here. 
Other tributes came from St. 
Louis and various Missouri cities. 
There were many displays from 
local political groups. One was 
from “Bill Graham from Reno.” 

Separate Services. 

Final rites for Binaggio were 
condycted at Holy Rosary Church, 
Gargotta’s service was at St. 
Agnes Catholic Church in nearby 
Johnson cOunty, Kan., with 
nephews and cousins serving as 
pallbearers. 

About: 1200 persons attended 
the services for Binaggio, which 
were delayed about 20 minutes to 
permit mourners from the Gar- 
gotta service to come to the 
downtown church. All 500 seats 
in the church were taken and 
many persons stood inside and 
near the church,

EDINBURGH, April 10 (AP)— 
Britain’s state-owned electricity 
authority will have to pay James 
Paterson, 61 years old, as long as 
he lives because it took his job 
away. 

Paterson was general manager 
of an electrical power company 
which was taken over by the au- 
thority along with all other power 
producers on April 1, 1948. He

The United States Supreme 
Court today refused to review 
the convictions of Carson’ Segar 
and Curtis Chapman, [Illinois 
youths who are scheduled to die 
in the electric chair at Chester 
penitentiary Saturday for mur- 
der. 

Emerson Baetz of Alton, one 
of two attorneys representing 
the youths, said a writ of habeas 
corpus may be sought in United 
States District Court in East St. 
Louis and or in circuit court at 
Randolph county in a last-minute 
attempt to halt the execution. 
Baetz said the basis for seeking 
a habeas corpus writ would be 
the lower court’s action in having 
one court-appointed attorney rep- 
resent’ both youths, although a 
state alienist found Chapman had 
an easily-dominated personality. 
Under the circumstances, two at- 
torneys should have been named, 
Baetz explained. 

Segar, 19 years old, who lives 
in Alton, and Chapman, 18, of 
White Hall; pleaded guilty last 
May 25 before Circuit Judge Clem 
Smith at Carrollton, IIL, of killing j 
Howard A. Heininger, Jerseyville 
insurance man, in a $10 holdup. 
Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson grant- 
ed a 30-day reprieve to the two 
youths March 15 after the Illinois 
Supreme Court refused to review 
the convictions.

He gained no- 
toriety as a “protected” criminal 
because only rarely was he prose- 
cuted, even when caught red- 
handed at scenes of crimes. He 
did serve an 18-month term for 
counterfeiting and a six-month 
sentence for violating the Dyer 
Act in the course of his criminal 
career.

question Falco, they were told | 


he had been ill at home for five 
months before the ballot theft. 
Mrs. Falco told the FBI agents 
her husband’s condition was such 
that he could not be questioned. 
Physicians were brought in to ex- 
amine Falco and they, *co, said 
an interview might aggravate Fal- 
co’s illness.

home on Thompson avenue Sept. 
8, 1930. His wife also was prose- 
cuted on a similar charge. Police 
and insurance investigators re- 
ported neighbors saw the Falcos 
carry cans into the house before 
the explosion and saw them carry 
out furniture. After the fire, a 
strong odor of gasoline was de- 
tected in the ruined building. The 
furniture had been insured for 
$3500. : 

Falco and his wife were tried 
twice. The first trial resulted in 
a hung jury. .In the second trial, 
Falco was convicted and sen- 
tenced to four years in the state 
penitentiary but his wife was ac- 
guitted. 

Falco was a political subordi- 
nate of Mrs. Mary Bono, who was 
shot to death July 11, 1947,. in 
front of her fruit market on the 
North Side. She coached a gang 
of young thieves and became 
known as a woman Fagin. When 
she wanted to get rid of any 
member of her gang, she tele- 
phoned police and tipped them 
off just before her proteges at- 
tempted a holdup. A few hours 
before she was murdered, she 
was seen at the federal building, 
where she called on a special as- 
* gistant United States attorney 
general to try to make a “deal.” 

Falco, born in Sicily and never 
naturalized, was 58 years old. 
Checking his record further, po- 
lice learned he shot and killed 
Carl Ferringo June 20, 1936, in 
a tavern in the 1100 block of 
Broadway, where Falco worked as 
bartender. 

Falco was freed after a hear- 
ing before Magistrate Louis Ma- 
zuch, close friend of Binaggio and 
one of the pallbearers at his 
funeral today. Binaggio was a fre- 
quent caller at Mazuch’s office, 
using it as a downtown headquar- 
ters in recent years. 

’ For five years before his death, 
Falco, also known as Forte, was 
the maintenance foreman at the 
courthouse. He was appointed 
through the efforts of Binaggio's 
political ally, McKissick. Falco's 
salary was $165 a month. 

His daughter, Savinina, married 
Simone about 10 years ago. They 
lived until recently at 414 Wabash 
avenue. However, detectives have 
been unable to find Simone there

The other eight Hollywood fig- 
ures are Ring Lardner Jr., Albert 
Maltz, Alvah Bessie, Samuel Orn- 
itz, Herbert Biberman, Edward 
Driytryk, Adrian Scott and Lester 
Cole. 

Under a stipulation between 
Government and defense lawyers, 
the eight agreed to waive a jury 
trial in’ United States District 
Court here if the Supreme Court 
upheld the court of appeals de- 
cision, as it did today in effect. 

Lawson and Trumbo contended 
the Constitution protects individ- 
uals from being compelled to dis- 
close their private beliefs and as- 
sociates. But the court of appeals 
disagreed. It. reaffirméd the posi- 
tion it had taken in earlier cases 
that the House committee has 
power to inquire into Communist 
perty membership. The court 
said: 

‘No one can doubt that in these 
chaotic, times the destiny of all 
nations hangs in balance in the 
current ideological struggle be- 
tween Communist-thinking and 
democratic-thinking people of the 
world. 

“Neither Congress nor any 
court is required to disregard the 
impact of world events, however 
im or assionately 
they view them.” 

Morford Case Decision. 

The court’s 8-to-0 decision in 
favor of Morford was based on 
the eg er that his conviction 
should not stand because the 
United States District Court here 
did not let his lawyers question 
prospective Government worker 
jurors along this line: 

What possible influence would 
they be under because of the 
President’s disloyalty order? 

That order directed the Attor- 
ney General to compile a list of 
subversive organizations as one 
means of determining the loyalty 
of federal employes. Morford’s 
Council of \ American - Soviet 
Friendship is on the list. 

The high court in a decision 
March 27 ruled that a jury which 
includes Government employes 
could give a fair verdict, but in 
that same decision the court said 
a defendant’s opportunity to 
prove actual bias must be guaran- 
teed. The high eoust in Morford’s 
case said such an opportunity was 
denied at his trial. 

Justice: Clark took no part in 
today’s decision. As Attorney Gen- 
eral, he drafted the first subver- 
sive list. :

Marshall appealed to the Su- 
preme Court on various grounds, 
including an attack on constitu- 
tionality of the resolution which 
created the House committee.

The submarine is a weapon of 
stealth. Its great military value 
is the fact that it can approach 
its prey unseen, and strike with- 
out warning. It is the weapon of 
an inferior naval power, a power 
which can’t compete for control 
of the surface of the ‘sea, to pre- 
vent a real sei power from using 
the immense advantage of mari- 
time control. It was so used by 
Germany in two world wars. It 
will be so used by Russia if there 


is another world war. | 


Radar Whipped U-Boat. . 
Radar licked the submarine in 
the last war. Once “found” by 
hostile radar, a U-boat had little 
chance of escape. But the modern 
submarine, with its “snorkel” or 
breathing tube that lets it stay 
submerged for days or even 
weeks, is hard for radar to lo- 
cate. The tip of a snorkel re- 
quires very sensitive radar to pick 
it up and radar waves don’t pene- 
trate water. 

The Russian navy is known toe 
have acquired several — perhaps 
as many as 20—such snorkel sub- 
marines as German war booty, 
together with a lot of German 
engineers and technicians. They

However, R. Adm. C. B. Mom- 
sen, U.S.N., anti-submarine ex- 
pert in the Navy Department’s 
top echelon, is confident.

We 
have a large ‘number of re- 
search problems which deal 
with it. Until ‘it. is solved we 
will be certain to lose heavily 
against enemy submarines. On 
the other hand if we do solve 
it, we will be able to: drive sub- 

’ marines off the seas. I have rea- 
son to believe that the solution 
to this problem is just ahead, 
and if my prediction is correct, 
submarining will become a 
mighty dangerous business.” 

Hostile submarines could at- 
tack this country in a number of 
different ways. Adm. Momsen 
lists these as follows: 

1. Attacks against shipping 
and naval forces. 

2. Guided missile attacks 
against our coastal cities. 

3. Minelaying in our harbors

Wide Field to Cover. 


Anti-submarine operations cov- 
er a wide field of naval activity. 
' First of all there are operations 
intended to prevent submarines 
from getting to sea at all; then 
there are operations to detect and 
destroy them after they are out. °

interesting te note that during 
the last war one of the major 
Russian sibmarine building yards 
was right in the heart of Euro- 
pean Russia, at a center ‘served 
by Russia’s extensive. canal and 
river system.) 

2. Amphibious raids against 
submarine bases or building yards. 

3. Minelaying in harbors or 
channels through which subma- 
rines must pass to gain the open 
sea. 

4. Holding and closing such 
exits by use of troops and land- 
based air forces, for example the 


number of large, expensive tor- 
pedoes it can carry. But it is still 
a terribly dangerous weapon, and 
will remain so until the under- 
water detection problem is licked 
—and until enough planes, ships 
and trained men equipped with 
the proper tools are in existence 
to give full protection to our ship- 
ping and our coasts. 
Danger of Guided Missiles. 


What about submarines firing 
guided missiles against our coast- 
al cities? It could be done. The 
accuracy of such missiles is open 
to question, just at present, but 
that will improve as research and 
development go ahead. If serious 
injury were to be done to one of 
our great seaports, especially New 
York, by such a missile with an 
atomic warhead, our ability to 
send our fighting strength across 
the sea would be gravely im- 
paired. 
The only answer is thorough 
and constant patrol of the waters 
‘from which such a missile could 
be discharged. This may tie up a 
lot of ships, aircraft and men. We 
are not prepared to do it today, 
but harbor protection is one fea- 
ture that will be emphasized in 
the new stepped-up ASW training 
program for the Naval Reserve. 
“Remember,” one enthusiastic 
ASW officer told me, “how we 


protected the landing during the 
Portrex maneuver just finished in 
the West Indies.” 

“Yeah,” said an equally enthu- 
siastic submariner, “and remem- 
ber too how the Sea Leopard and 
the Cobbler broke right through 
the screen on the last day of the 
maneuver and ‘sank’ 14 ships in- 
cluding the battleship Missouri.”

The job statistics of the Census 
Bureau require interpretation— 
analysis.

SYRIA CHRISTIANS IN PROTEST 
OVER PROPOSED ISLAM EDICT 


DAMASCUS, April 10 (AP) — 

Syria’s Christians omitted their 
traditional Easter festivities in 
protest against the proposed es- 
tablishment of Mohammedism as 
the' state religion. Religious serv- 
ices were held but not the cus- 
tomary receptions. 
There are about 400,000 Chris- 
tians in Syria and 2,500,000 Mo- 
hammedans. The Christians in- 
clude Protestants, Greek and Ro- 
man Catholics. 

Syria’s Roman Catholic patri- 
arch said the Christians objected 
to the establishment of Islam (Mo- 
hammedism) because it “is a com- 
bination of religious and civil 

teachings which often don’t fit 
our Christian laws and habits.”

Windsor Could Use Help. 

Both the Duke of Windsor, 
brother of the King, and the 
Duchess of Kent, the King’s sis- 
ter-in-law, could use a little help. 

When the Duke of Windsor 
abandoned the throne in 1937, he 
was given an annual allowance 
by the king of £25,000. This 
was worth more than $100,000 a 
year then, but devaluation of the 
pound and the rise in living costs 
has almost halved its value. 

The Duchess of Kent, widow of 
the King’s youngest brother, has 
no state allowance. Recently she 
sold many personal possessions. 
The handsome 42-year-old Duch- 
ess has a small personal income 
and a moderate amount from her 
husband’s estate, but she doesn’t 
find it easy to maintain her 


status.

The King pays no income tax 
on the state funds allotted him, 
about $1,148,000 a year under 
the current rate of exchange.

Catho- 
lic schools and St, Louis University have opened 
to Negroes afd Washifigton University admits 
them to graduate schools. A few downtown eat- 
ing places serve them. New plans have been 
drawn for Negro housing projects. 

Slowly, even hesitantly, opportunities for 
these citizens have been enlarged. But where 
does the city progress now? 

Again the choice of progress or decay comes 
back to leadership. That means leadership in 
business, labor unions, churches, schools; and in 
the Darst Administration and ite Council on 
Human Relations. The council has so far been 
slow to lead, but slower to educate the com- 
munity toward support of any concrete program. 
Last June’s Schermer report still stands: 

St. Louis is psychologically unprepared to 
undertake the adjustments which changing 
population, economic and social conditions 
are forcing upon the community. 

Psychology may seem an intangible realm, but 
the results of race prejudice are concrete and 
costly, as well as unjust. One-sixth of the popu- 
lation must be given new opportunities to earn 
a living, to live in decent homes, to win better 
éducationsahd to serve the community,

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Putting It to the Voters 

The Truman Administration apparently is de- 
termined to take the Brannan plan to the voters. 
It is ready to submit its farm payment proposals 
to a major test in what is traditionally the No. 1 
farm state, Iowa. ‘This was settled when the 
President accepted the resignation of Albert J. 
Loveland as Under Secretary of Agriculttire 50 
that he may run for United States Senator in 
Iowa. Mr. Loveland says that the Brannan plan 
will be the chief support of his platform. 

This is as it should be. Because they promise 
lower food prices, the Brannan proposals seem 
assured of a favorable reception by tity, voters, 
The big farm organizations, however, ate fight 
ing them. So the Loveland race should show 
whether ‘farmers—and prosperous farmers rath- 
er than sharecroppers—disagree with thé lobby 
which professes to speak for them. 

Congress, of course, is still listening to the 
lobby. But the present farm program has de- 
veloped so many flaws that some change in pol- 
icy is becoming mandatory. The question is 
whether the Brannan plan is as much of an im- 
provement as it is claimed to be. That is why 
it should be tried out on the “trial run” basis 
suggested by Secretary Brannan himself, He is 
willing to test it on one farm commodity. 

Representative-Pace has suggested a three- 
commodity test. Perhaps no such test would be 
absolutély conéliisive, But we believe that it 
would contribute solid information to a debate 
whieh needs the light of practical experience. 
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They Keep Coming In 

We take the space under the cartoon to pub- 
lish at least a part of the overflow of letters 
about radio broadcasting in busses and street- 
cars. Such letters have béen pouring in on us 
fof months. And they keep coming in. 

Maybe some of our .subseribers ate a bit 
weary of reading the same complaint over and 
over again. But we feel that it would be tinfair 
if we left out all such letters, and thus helped to 
ereate the impression that the protest had died 
dowh when it has not. 

We believe the Public Sesvice Co. made & 
major mistake in taking on this device for mak 
ing a few extra dollars. We believe that busi- 
ness mefi ate blind to good public relations 
when they seek to advertise their wares in a 
manner which is resented by so many. And 
most firmly, we believe it to be an offense 
against the individual’s right of privacy when an 
attempt is made to hammer any idea into his 
mind against his will, : 
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‘He has charged that the State Department is 
“riddled with Communists,” while giving oppos- 
accounts df how many there are, 


they ate in fact Communists, and refusing to 


give the Senate subcommittée investigating his 
complaiits the evidence he claims he has. 

Senator McCarthy hoped to prove his case by 
proving that only one man, Mr. Lattimore, is a 
Communist. This despite the fact that Mr. Lat- 
timore, as Senator McCarthy admitted by impli- 
cation at Passaic, is not and never has been a 
regular State Department employe. 

There are many terms for this record of de- 
ceit. None of them is worthy of a United States 
Senator. Senator McCarthy is doing his best 
to betray the people's trust. If he continues to 
do it, the Senate should consider expelling him.

In his new book, “An Introduction-to Birds,” 
John Kieran reminds us that Benjamin Franklin 
took a twofooted stand against making the eagle 
the symbol of America, Old Ben argued up one 
side and down the other that the eagle was a 
vicious bird and nowise suitable to represent the 
majesty of this country.

A Modest Daredevil 
SANE LRM tt, Ose Uae 


Dick Grace is a pioneer in two fields— 
both of them dangerous. eHis auto 
phy is an exciting book, written with the 
understatement of a modest man. 

The visit of a barnstorming pilot and 
his rickety stunt plane to a county fair 
near the author’s home town in the early 
years of the century started Mr. Grace's 
career as a pilot, a venturesome career 
that took him through two World Wars. 

Economic necessity during the lean avia- 
tion yeats between the wars dictated the 
second career, that of a Hollywood stunt 
man. 

Dick Grace held United States license 
No. 749 to operate land, sea and heavier 
than-air craft. He was one of the small 
group of daredevil successom to Wilbur 
and Orville Wright who flew over the lines 
in World War I testing the princigles that 
resulted in the sleek, streamlined aircraft 
of today. The recital of those early flights 

is an amazing one 
and the author does 
them full justice, In 
the years when death 


day occurrences, 
author kept before 
him a firm belief 
that America’s fu- 
ture lay in air travel. 
Mr. Grace falsified 
his age to join the 
army; he risked 
death in an illegal 
stunt flight to obtain

Repeated crashes 
wiped out his stable and, recoup, he 
initiated his own specialty, one of the most 
dangerous occupations imaginable. He be- 
came an expert in crashing airplanes. 
What Mr. Grace did with airplanes, it 
was thought, could not be doné, And in 
the process he threw light on structural 
weaknesses and defects in the planes he 
used, findings that were of value to later 
designers. In the pages of this book he 
treats the close to 50 intentional crashes 
he performed almost as routine. The read- 
er, lulled by his matter-of-fact way, almost 
views them in the same light—until the 
author adds, by way of an interemting but 
not too im t post script, that he e 
his neck, his leg, his arm or what have 
you in this or that “routine” crash.

SEYMOUR WALLAS CALLS his bi-racial plan “education hy ex- 
posure rather than by exhortation or indoctrination.” There is strictly 
no camp meeting atmosphere around the Wallas plants, no profes- 
sional liberalism. The boss is strictly business. He is out to make 
money and not to engage in evangelism. It is “a cold-blooded deal.” 
- If either his white or Negro employes come to him to say they object 
to the other race, they are simply handed their hats and asked to quit. 
He distinctly does not bother to give them a sermon on brotherly love. 

It is perhaps this matter-of-fact attitude that has done more to 
iron out inter-racial difficulties than any amount of preaching could 
accomplish, Nor does Seymour Wallas soft-pedal his treatment of 
Negroes just because they are Negroes. He is somewhat annoyed by 
the fact that they are not responsive to appeals for the Community 
Fund, Red Cross and other charities, though’ some of his employes 
make as much as $70 or $80 a week. Even toward their own causes, 
they tighten up. When a drive for Negro college funds yielded only 
$18, he threw it back to his employes and told them it wasn’t enough, 
at the same time offering to match their contribution dollar fdr 
dollar. .They finally came up with $85. °

PERHAPS THE WORD “annoyed” is not the exact term, since 
Wallas believes Negroes are conditioned to our society by the handi- 
caps they suffer. They feel apart from society as a whole, and there- 
fore have developed a philosophy of being happy, enjoying life on a 
day-to-day basis, spending their money for personal pleasures, because 
* they cannot count on long-time security within the pattern of a white 
civilization—‘“last hired, first fired,” etc. 

Why, they ask, should they subscribe to the Blue Cross? They 
tell Wallas that, if he is ill, he can go to any hospital, but for them 
it means a trip to Homer G. Wallas is planning to institute group 
insurance, with the company contributing 60 per cent of the pre- 
miums. White workers seize upon such plans, but the Negro worker 
is skeptical, saying to himself: “What the hell! When I die, I'll get 
a $50 funeral and be buried in some cheap cemetery, anyway.” Mean- 
time, Negroes pay the high rates for industrial insurance—at so much 


a week.

FAILURE OF WHITE PEOPLE to understand the Negro men- 
tality leads to all kinds of difficulties. The Negroes defeated the 
$16,000,000 slum clearance bond issue, which good-intentioned white 
people designed especially for them, because they thought they would 


be 


dispossessed. And Wallas claims the Negroes, instead of being 


cheered by the Rockefeller proposal to build in our depressed area, 
feel that it only tends to perpetuate the segregation idea. They ask: 
“Why shouldn’t poor white people share in the Rockefeller plan?” 

To say that the Wallas plants are a study in Utopia would be 
over-shooting the mark. No doubt white and Negro employes, in the 
interest of keeping good jobs; submerge their racial feelings. It would 


take a good many W 


allas-type industries to. make any kind of gen- 


eral impression. But there is no doubt that, in this small laboratory, 
it has been shown that whites and Negroes can mix, at close quarters, 
in amity. Then, too, anyone who comes to the Wallas plants m 

adapt himself to the situation. Wallas gets a kick oyt of the fact that 
his women agents from the South freely sit in the plant restaurant 
with Negroes—and that would be unthinkable in their own com- 


munities.

OLLIE MAE VALIANT deserves special mention. She got her 
job as plant superintendent strictly on her own merits. Wallas says 
she has intelligence, initiative and guts. Starting as a $32.50-a-week 
operator, she made her own way up the ladder and now enjoys an 
income that many white men would envy.

At the beginning of Lent, on 
Ash Wednesday, Bishop Angus 
Dun held a special service in 
Washington Cathedral that dealt 
with man’s dilemma in the Atomic 
Age. The sermon Bishop Dun 
gave on that occasion — it was 
more nearly a long prayer—spoke 
directly to the doubt in men’s 
hearts. Those who heard it were 
deeply moved and many have 
since requested copies. 


Bishop Dun’s Prayer. 


There is, unfortunately, not 
room to give it all. But here is 
the conclusion to that prayer: 

“Surely, God is seeking to say 
to us as He said to men in other 
times, ‘Do not expect of Me some 
easy miracle or sign that shall 
cost you nothing in self-scrutiny 
or sacrifice or repentance. There 
is no way to peace save the way 
of righteousness. I have in times 
past used a godless people as the 
scourge of them that thought 
themselves godly. Do not talk too 
glibly of how good it would be if 
only others would live by My 
Son’s Sermon on the Mount. Do 
you walk by that difficult and 
narrow way? 

“This kind of devil with which 
you are harassed cometh out only 
by prayer. Have you Americans 
tried much prayer, you church- 
men, you statesmen, you Con- 
gressmen? By prayer I do not 
mean a kind of frightened mass- 
pressure on the Deity to get you 
out of your hoje. I mean the 


anxious search for security you 
move into a life of spreading se- - 
crecy and distrust and darkness. 


“T am trying to hear God’s 


“It is not given to us to know 
the future with all certainty or to 
build that which is forever and . 
forever. It is our part to live in 
the days and the years that are 
granted us in the quiet strength 
of those who know that though 
the storms of our trouble world 
rage horribly, yet the Lord who 
dwelleth on high is mightier. 


Delusions of Superiority. 


“We shall pray that America 
may be strong, strong in arm and” 
strong im courage, resolved to 
make no final peace with oppres- 
sion. Let us pray still more that 
America may enter into the bless- ' 
edness of the peacemakers.. That 
can be only if- we are delivered 
from our infantile egotism, our 
delusions of superiority, from the 
love of ease and softness and sur- ° 
rendered to the creative purpose 
of Him who came among us to ' 
bring peace. 

“We live in a dark time, but 
not as men without hope. ‘Earth 
might be fair,’ yes, even now it 
might be fair. 

“In our darkness we turn to 
Him who bore the human name of 
Jesus and in whom faith has seen 
the wisdom of God. And we see 
that the loveliest life, the fairest 
life, the life that did most to 
make the earth fair, was a brief 
and broken one lived with a deep 
sense of earthly insecurity.

Unfortunately you 
don’t tell me the ages of your 
children, but there are a few 
points of nolicy that are sound for 
every family. 

I. You should start children off 
with an allowance as soon as they 
can count. Maybe it’s only two 
or three pennies a week, at first.

2. Never pay for ordinary help 
around the home.

So, putting the rule to 
use, you choose a polish with a 
yellow cast, but it can be a light 
coral, a dark maroon or any shade 
in between. 

To complement your cosmetic 
color scheme, all you have to do 
is make sure that,both your lip- 
stick and nail polish match 
tone, which is to say that ‘they 
are both on the blue side or both 
on the golden side. 

But how do you detide whether 
a light shade or a dark shade 
will -be more flattering to your

He wants to 
know if there’s any difference 
in the digestibility of fats. He 
has heard that hardened vegeta- 
ble fats are not digested at all! 
This is, of course, absolutely 


wrong. | 
The fact is that softer fats with

small percentage of fat that we 
eat each day, it will not have to 
be considered seriously. Fats are 
the most concentrated of all foods 
and in pure form give us about 
twice as many calories, weight for 
weight, as does a pure sugar or 


Another question in the same 
letter is in regard to the amount 
of fat which should be used in 
one day. No definite amount can 
be prescribed. We all need some 
and for several re . A mod- 
erate amount makes other: food 
more satisfying, perhaps because 
it remains in the stomach longer 
when it is mixed with fat. Too 
much may delay digestion for too 
long a time. This is the reason 
that we are advised against eating 
too many fried foods. When foods 
are fried, care should be taken 
not to let them absorb fat. This 
means that the fat should be hot 
when frying is started. — 
times, food fried in deep fat can 
be taken better than foods that 
are sauteed in a smail amount of 
fat, which may be absorbed. 

Anyone with a normal diges- 
tion. can eat fried foods when 
they are properly prepared and 
when they are not allowed to 
appear too often on’ the menu. 
They should not be given to 
young children or to anyone who 
has digestive disturbances. 

French Fried Potatoes. 

Place two pounds of fat in a 
kettle and heat to 350 degrees F. 
or until a one-inch square of 
bread will brown in one-minute. 
Pare six medium-size potatoes 
and cut lengthwise in strips %- 
inch thick, directly into cold 
water. Drain, dry thoroughly be- 
tween towels and divide into 
four portions. Fry each portion 
separately in frying basket. Keep 
temperature at 350 degrees and 
fry about four minutes until po- 
tatoes are tender but not brown. 
Drain on soft paper. Reheat fat 
to 359 degrees or until a square 
of bread will brown in 30 seconds 
and cook half of the potatoes at 
a time, two or three minutes, 
until crisp and brown. Drain on 
soft paper and sprinkle with salt. 
The potatoes may be half-fried 
beforehand and finished just 
before meal time. Yield: six 
servings.

Playing ‘Canasta to Win 
. By Albert H. Morehead 


s HE principal innovation in- 
T troduced by the game of 

Canasta, in its four-hand part- 
nership form, is the. question 
“May I go out, partner?” 

In games that are chiefly played 
in America, any form of talking 
across the table has always been 
illegal, and the right to ask your 
partner’s advice on any question 
is seldom encountered in a pop- 
ular game. As it works out, it 
constitutes a further advantage 
to the more skillful partnership 
at the table. Many delicate con- 
siderations arise in answering 
partner’s “May I go out?”—and 
only the expert can recognize all 
of them. 

In a recent game, a player held 
this hand: 


His side had made two canastas, 
and so had the opponents. Only a 
few cards were left in the stock. 
His side had built up melds of 
six cards each in jacks, sevens, 
and fives, and the opponents had 
a six-card meld eights. 

At this point his partner, who 
had only four cards, drew from 
the stock and then asked, “May 
I go out?” 

The player who held the hand 
shown did not want to go out. He 
wanted one more draw for a jack, 
seven, five, or wild card, any one 
of which would make a canasta 
and put him out at the same 


time. So his natural tendency - 


would be to answer “No.” 

But why was his partner ask- 
ing? His partner, it could 
assumed, knew his way around a 
card table. Perhaps his partner 
had no wholly safe discard.

How It Started

“Mollycoddle” 


HE tough, hard-hitting Theo- 

dore Roosevelt liked the word 

“mollycoddle.” It expressed 
for him so much that he felt a 
man should not be. 

On Feb. 23, 1907, President 
Theodore Roosevelt made the 
speech‘at Cambridge, Mass., which 
included a quotation now famous 
in the annals of sports. This is 
where “mollycoddle” comes in: 

“As I tmphatically disbelieve 
in seeing Harvard or any other 
college turn out mollycoddles in- 
stead of vigorous men, I may add 
that I.do not in the least object 
te a sport because it is rough.” 
f Also, in his biography you will 
-find allusion to “the large molly- 
coddle vote—the people who are 
soft physically and morally.” 
However, while the twenty-sixth 

President of the United States 
made this term famous, his was 
not the first use of it. The Eng- 
lish novelist, William Makepiece 
Thackeray had found it useful in 
his “English Humorists,” where 
the allusion is to the scorn in 
which “a mollycoddle and a milk- 


sop” were held. 

Roosevelt’s inspiration for 
“mollycoddle” seems to have 
come directly from a source in 
classical antiquity. When he was 
asked to define the word he 
quoted Herodotus, the celebrated 
figure of Greek antiquity, naming 
chapter and verse from the “His- 
tory” famous since it was written, 
five centuries before Christ. What 
he cited in the original Greek was 
the allusion of Herodotus to the 
habits of the ancient Egyptians— 
out of which Teddy Roosevelt 
made “mollycoddle!”
